It is often nectssary to call the 
highway department to push back 
rubbish improperly disposed of. 
People cannot be expected to 
wade through several piles of 
rubbish dumped around the open 
area there to dispose of their rub- 
bish as it should be over, the 
face of the dump. 

“Proper disposal of your rub- 
bish over the face of the dump 
can help on the expense of up- 
keep,” stated the selectmen. “Al- 
though the amount may be small, 
it does have to be paid for from 
your tax money. We certainly 
hope we may have your coopera- 
tion in correcting this condition 
permanently.” 


The selectmen also point out 
that all cases of contagious dis- 
eases must be reported to Mr. 
Heselton, 657, as he must record 
them with the board of health at 
Boston. 

In addition, the selectmen re- 
quest all householders, who have 
sidewalks in front of their home, 
to report to the selectmen if 
there is need for repairs in their 
abutting section.

Mary Ellen Chase, Noted Author 
eaks Be thfield 1 
ita Before Northfield Groups 
‘Mrs. E. M. Powell 
Miss Mary Bilen' Chase arrived 
in Northfield Tuesday afternoon 
and spoke to the girls’ ‘school on 
Wednesday. morning on the theme, 
‘God does ‘not expect perfect work 
Pp but infinite desire.’ Wednesday 
evening shé spoke to merbers of 
the Women’s Literary society at 
Mt. Hermon and friefids from 
Northfield and Greenfield on the 
subject of the problems of writing 
a novel. Thursday noon she ad- 
dressed the boys’ assembly at Mt, 
Hermon. 
Miss Chase hie just returned 
from eight weeks in England. She 
began her Wednesday evening talk 
with a most humorous description 
of three of the many letters she 
has received concerning the pub- 
lication of her latest novel, ‘The 
Edge of Darkness,” a title which 
comes from Maine folks who use 
it in place of “twilight” or “sun- 
set.’ "The authoress gave as the 
, Problems of writing a novel the 
following: first, you must be gift« 
ed with a sense of words or of lan- 
guages. Either you are or you ate 
rot and there is nothing you can 
do about jt. Second, the need for 
discipline, everlastingly sticking at 
it while writing. At this point she 
interjected the delightful story of 
her first published work. She was 
seventeen .and a freshman in col- 
lege and needed money badly. She 
won $25 in a magazine contest by 
~answering the question, “Why I 
_ would marry my husband again.” 
A third necessity in a novel is not 


plot but pattern and design such 
as the books of Willa Cather pos- 
sess. Often too much plot stands 
between the writer arid the’ read- 
er. She referred to Willa Calder 
and Edith Wharteon as the two 
greatest American women writers 
and discussed some -of their books 
to illustrate points. 

“In looking babtk one does not 
remember the great scenes in her 
life, but the important minutes 
wren she heard, or saw some 
thing which affected her whole 
life.” Life must be described not 
so much in terms of action as re- 
flection. She described her latest 
book as divided into three parts: 
an open meadow, a dense thicket 
and an open meadow, with the ti- 
tle expressive of the lives of all of 
us. Fourth, was the creation of 
characters with lives which are 
important in terms of value, and 
not in terms of time. Miss Chase 
discussed the taste in this coun- 
try where 6,000,000 copies of 
“Peyton Place’ were printed and 
sold, and perhaps read by 18,000,- 
000 people. Background or setting 
was another problem the author- 
ess took up with an emphasis on 
the fact that books no longer de- 
pict man’s struggle with the 
mightiest forces of nature, that 
psychiatry has’ thrown the spot- 
flght.on man, and now 90 per 
cent of books are taken up with 
human problems.
